Mr. Lodge. who is regarded as 
South Africa's leading academic 
expert on the African National 
Congress, said violence may start 
because of “local events.” 

“Bur very quickly political move- 
ments come in and play a leading 
role.” Mr. Lodge said. Those move- 
ments, he said, had “given a kind of 
purpose and a long-term agenda.” 

He said that “in some ways the 
unrest has taken the ANC by sur- 
prise, and they are certainly not in 
control of it or in any position to be 
able to control i.” 

He did not, however, suggest 
that the organization’s influence 
had been eclipsed. When black pro- 
testers fought the police, he said, 
they were “responding to a long- 
term vision of a society in which 
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they will be free and in which injus- 
tice will no longer be a feature of 
their lives, and in which Mandela 
will be the president.”
